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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 15-17,22-24,26,33-35,43-51 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hagen (US203/0020239A1 ) in view of Liu (6520827). 

Hagen teaches each player to mix and match parts to custom make their own playing 
pieces (0007), playing a battle/combat like game moving game pieces (0085), entering 
into a combat according to cards (random device) and upon an attack (negative event) 
removing/replacing accessories to demonstrate damage to playing pieces. Hagen 
further teaches providing other articles and equipment such as a set of dice (01 58). 
Hagen teaches all limitations except that it does not teach game pieces assembled from 
components punched out from planar panels. 

Hagen teaches a method of playing a game wherein it basically suggests in general 
assembling game playing figures to using them in simulating combat. It also suggests 
that the game figures are symbolic and can have alternative embodiments and media 
for purpose of playing the game. Hagen also suggests that game pieces can be in the 
form of flat products such as dinner mats (0158). 

Liu teaches assembling game pieces (a chance device) punched out from flat panels 
(Fig.7) and further having mating slots and grooves (1 13,123,22). 
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Liu further teaches that game pieces assembled in this manner enable convenient 
packaging and transportation (1:40-45). 

In order to conveniently package and transport game kits, it would have been obvious to 
provide game pieces that can be formed from punched out flat panels. One of ordinary 
skill in art at the time the invention was made would have suggested providing flap 
panels to form game pieces by punching out components. 

Examiner takes the position that as far as method of playing is concerned, it does not 
make any difference if game pieces are configured from flat product or three- 
dimensional solid product and would not be critical to playing the game. 
With respect to the final shape of game pieces being vehicle or robot, Hagen teaches a 
possibility iv variation according to the theme of the game. One of ordinary skill in art at 
the time the invention was made would have suggested changing game piece shapes 
according to theme of the game. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. 6994344,6938898,5766077.
